The j 
program is regarded as one of the ; 
strongest ev er arranged for the Con- ! 
ferenee and the v arious addresses 
and discussions hav e been heard by 
a large number of citizens as well as 
v isitors. 
At the meeting Monday ev ening the 
principal address was deliv ered by 
Dr. L. 
Bentley, district superin­ 
tendent of the Indianapolis district, 
llis text was, ‘"Quench not the spirit; 
despise not the prophet; prov e all 
things and hold fast that which is 
good.” 
The sermon was greatly ap­ 
preciated by the large audience who 
were present and has been highly 
commended for its directness, (dear­ 
ness and force. 
Dr. Bentley is an 
orator of much ability and his ad ­ 
dresses are heard with much interest 
wherev er he lectures. 
At the opening business session, 
Monday afternoon, a tabulating com­ 
mittee. composed of Rev s. E. G. Jann, 
of Vernon; (\ P. Gibbs, of Nallonia, 
and YV. H. Thompson, of •Heuryv ille, 
was appointed to receiv e the v arious 
reports to be giv en by the delegates. 
These reports will Ik* giv en during the 
Conference and tiled with the com­ 
mittee who will arrange the total* for 
the final report Wednesday. 
During the business session it was 


a l s o v oted 
that 
in 
licensing local 
preachers each applicant would he 
considered upon its merits. 
Hereto­ 
fore such local preachers hav e been 
required to attend one of the church 
colleges or pass such examinations 
as may be arranged. 
At the session thK morning the 
regular business was transacted. Dr. 
R. H. Moore, field secretary of the 
Anti-Saloon League, was present and 
made a strong address upon the liquor 
subject. 
He said that the local op­ 
tion law was here to stay and that 
a s 
it was a question of right, would not 
be ov ercome by the wrong. He stated 
that the ministers must giv e their 
hearty co-operation in furthering this 
work, as much depended upon their 
serv ices. 
At the meeting this morning Dr. 
H arry Andrews King, president of 
Moores Hill Go I lege, gav e a short ad­ 
dress upon the success of the aboli­ 
tion of the saloon in Kansas, and 
pointed out the adv ancement which 
had been made in that state. 
He be­ 
liev ed that the same good results can 
be obtained in Indiana by the activ e, 
earnest work of the people. 
Dr. King will also be the speaker at 
the meeting this ev ening, and as he 
has a wide reputation as an orator, 
will doubtless be heard by a large au ­ 
dience. 
His address will be upon an 


educational subject, the work in which 
he is deeply interested. 
Wednesday morning Dr. A. L\ Bit­ 
kin, pastor of the M. K. church at Co­ 
lumbus, will deliv er a sermon which 
is being looked forward to with much 
interest.

Virgil Tev is, of the Conners- 
v ille district, who was formerly pastor 
of the church in this city.

terest is shown in his address.

City Council Expects Legislature to 
Take Up Problem. 


In determining a method in which 
the difficulty experienced by the Third 
street sewer may be solv ed, the mem­ 
bers of the city council did not feel 
warranted in spending a large sum of 
money in the construction of a new 
and larger sewer. 
The member;, who 
hav e giv en the question some atten­ 
tion are of theoninion that the legisla­ 
ture of the state will enact laws mak­ 
ing it a penalty to pollute public 
streams with sewerage from towns 
and <*ities. 
Sev eral of the members said that 
they thought that the cesspool system 
would he adopted by most cities and 
that it would only be a compartiv ely 
short time until that method of dis­ 
posing of the sewerage would be in 
practice here. 
This system is now 
used bv Bedford and found to be v ery 
satisfactorv .

The city engineer was in­ 
structed some time ago to make an in­ 
v estigation of the condition of the 
drain and ascertain what was the 
cause of the trouble. A report showed 
that a drain four feet square was con­ 
structed to Pine street, where the main 
sewer stopped with a dead end. Lead­ 
ing from the sewer, howev er, were two 
fifteen-inch tiles which earned the 
water to another tile two feet in di­ 
ameter. 
This sewer leads directly to 
the riv er. 
The report giv en to the board shows 
that the ov erflow was caused by the 
small outlets, which were insfticienfc

Receiving no answer, she reached 
over to shak e him. and in doing so 
tier hand came in contact with warm 
blood. 
Jumping from the bed, Mrs. 
Sprague ran into the hall to call Ben 
No ble, a farm employe who occupied 
a n upstairs room. 
He did not answer, 
but she heard him moving around in a 
ro o m on the lower floor, directly across 
fro m the room in which the murder 
wa s committed. 
Mrs. Sprague lighted the lamp and 
hurry ing to the k itchen where her hus­ 
band’s shotgun was usually k ept and 
loade d, she found it in its accustomed 
plac e , but the gun was warm and 
s mok ing and a loaded shell was in it. 
The woman ask ed Noble to notify 
the neighbors, but instead of going di­ 
rectly Mrs. Sprague says he would 
•ta rt and then return, attempting to 
co nso le her. This he did several times 
ho t finally spread the alarm. 
No ble says he went to bed about 10 
o ’clo ck. JHowever, his bed shows that

The season is medium late to late, 
plant vigorous, with medium number 
of runners; foliage good, but rusts 
considerably . 
It keeps its size well. 


FARMERS’ BOYS AND GI RLS. 


Clubs to Interest Them In W ork a R e­ 
cent Development. 
Within recent y ears a new method 
of agricultural education has been de­ 
vised in the form of boy s and girls’ 
clubs. 
Such clubs have various ob­ 
jects, but usually they provide for 
prize contests among the members. 
Corn growing contests are probably 
the most common among the boy s, 
although many other crops have been 
tried, while the girls compete in bread- 
making or sewing or even test their 
skill against that of tbe boy s in gar­ 
dening.

in

states 
In 
which such clubs are organized, with 
a total membership of about 144,000. 
New Y’ork has about 7 5.000 members,

Pennsy lvania has 2.000 members. 
In 
most cases these clubs are organized 
under the auspices of some state au­ 
thority , but in many eases the county 
superintendent 
takes tbe 
initiative, 
while in many other cases the rural 
teachers arrange contests among their 
ow'n pupils.

The United States department of 
agriculture 
also 
gives 
assistance 
through tbe office of experiment sta­ 
tions by furnishing advice and sug­ 
gestions. 
A new farmers’ bulletin on 
boy s 
and 
girls’ 
agricultural 
clubs 
tells how to organize the clubs, how 
to conduct tbe contests and what pub­ 
lications will be useful to the boy s 
and girls. 


How to Spray Trees. 
Assuming that the fruit grow'er is 
properly eq uipped with apparatus and 
material and ready to apply the spray 
to the trees, the next q uestiou is how 
to do it. 
If the day is calm spray ing 
can be done in any direction most con­ 
venient. 
If the wind is light spray 
30 that the wind blows nearly as pos-

sible across or at right'angles to the 
rows to be treated. 
By so doing and 
working from windward tbe trees are 
easily and wholly covered when spray ­ 
ed on opposite sides. 
It should be uoted tbat it Is impos­ 
sible to spray a tree of any size effec­ 
tively and completely from one side 
only , 
iu a brisk wind the same rule 
applies except that only one side of 
the trees is spray ed, and then watch 
opportunity and with a changed wind 
spray the opposite side. By this meth­ 
od the spray will not fall on meu ot 
animals, but will be blown through t! 
trees. 
By the exercise of a tit 
thought and foresight the wind can 
made a serviceable ally In spray ini 
It is q uite essential that every part o i 
the tree, trunk, branches, twigs am 
leaves (If tree Is in fo lia g e), « ho a ld 
covered with the eo la tio n o r mix ture.

19 .—After 
the 
joint committee of the conductors’ and 
trainmen’s nuions on the Pennsylv ania 
lines east of Pittsburg had held con­ 
ferences with General Manager Myers 
of the railroad company, it was an­ 
nounced by both sides that a working 
basis had been agreed on, many mis­ 
understandings cleared up and the 
likelihood of a walk-out in all proba­ 
bility av erted. 
\ 
Officers of the company said the road 
had not decided to make any increase, 
which position it has light along main­ 
tained. The union leaders of the con­ 
ductors and trainmen, likewise, claim­ 
ed that they had been entirely success­ 
ful in getting the company to adopt 
such working conditions as the men 
had been contending for. 
The following statement was issued 
by the company after the conferences: 
“ At the conference between General 
Manager Myers and 
the committee 
representing the trainmen and conduc­ 
tors employed on the lines of the Penn­ 
sylv ania east of Pittsburg, Mr. Myers 
again reiterated the company’s posi­ 
tion, explaining in detail just what the 
company would do. 
j 
“ At a later conference the men ac- ’ 
cepted the general manager’s plan, 
which in effect was that the company 
would put into effect conditions, in­ 
cluding a minimum day, as detailed in 
the New’ York Central award, leav ing 
the company’s high rates stand, but 
not increasing them by making a ten- 
hour day apply to the rates which 
were made to fit an elev en- and twelv e- 
hour day.” 
“ The crux of th£ dispute.” explain­ 
ed a Pennsylv ania official, “ was wheth­ 
er the company would pay for a ten- 
houor day what it now pays for an 
elev en-hour day, namely, $4.04. 
This 
the company absolutely refused to do, 
but agreed as it said all along it would 
agree to do, to pay $3.63 for a ten-hour 
day, allowing all higher rates for long­ 
er days to stand as they are now. 
This has been the principal bone of 
contention right along and the com­ 
pany long ago signified its intention 
and willingness to accept the $3.63 for 
ten-hour day, according to the new’ 
award of the eastern federation of the 
trainmen. 
The trainmen explained that the 
misunderstanding to which they hav e 
referred for the past few' days con­ 
cerned this v ery prov ision, and they 
say it was because of the misunder­ 
standing on this point that they re­ 
quested meetings. They said that the 
company had misunderstood them and 
that they had nev er sought to be paid 
$4 .04 for a ten-hour day. 
The union men contended that all 
they had sought was the consent of 
the company to make a ten-hour day 
the minimum basis of paying wages, 
thereby abolishing the present system 
of paying its men a fraction of a day’s 
wage for a fraction of a day’s serv ice. 


Better to Cook With Gas Than 
With Coal. 
The housekeeper who wants to pre­ 
serv e her v itality tbruugh the summer 
season should go carefully about her 
business. There is much she cau elim­ 
inate if she will only study out the 
problem of getting the most done with 
the least effort. 
She should be as considerate of her 
cook as of herself, and if she must pre­ 
pare the meals without the aid of 
a 
cook she wants to spend as little time 
as possible in the kitchen and to use 
more gas than coal. 
Ev ery one in the house will be bet- 
ter for eating a small amount of food 
Iced fruit, a cereal with cream, hot 
coffee and <*<>LJ bread with an egg in 
some fashion is all the breakfast that 
the healthiest family needs. 
If she 
prepares lunch only for the children 
and herself she can hav e orangeade, 
more fruit, cold bread and a salad. 
For dinner she can av oid heav y meats, 
hav e only two v egetables, a salad of 
lettuce or cold v egetables, with fruit, 
cheese and crackers as a dessert. 
Hot tea and coffee should not be 
serv ed except for tlie morning meal, 
and all hot bread should be av oided. 
Roasts of any kind are unnecessary, 
and salads of ev ery kind are healthy 
and palatable. 
She wants to keep the screens and 
the awnings down from 7 a. m. until 
7 p. m. to sav e dusting. The sleeping 
room should be arranged early in the 
morning, the marketing done before 
9 o’clock, and the daily tasks, what­ 
ev er they are. should be finished In 
the coolest room in the house. 
No matter how busy she is. she 
should giv e herself an hour’s rest dur­ 
ing the day and spend it in reading, 
sleeping or merely lying down with 
eyes closed. 
If she does these things in a sane 
way she comes out of the hot weather 
season with her health and temper un­ 
impaired. 
Not only does she sav e wor­ 
ry for herself, but much for her fam­ 
ily.
